The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
have been allowed because the examiner can not provide a fact and/or technical 
■ reasoning to support the determination that the morphological and structural 
characteristics of the prior art sorbent (set forth in U. S. Pat. 6,682,838 B2 and also in U. 
S. Pat. App'n. Pub. No. US 2002/0085967 A1) and the sorbent of the applicants' claims 
are inherently the same and would have the same effects recited in at least the 
applicants' independent claims. Ex parte Levy, 17 USPQ2d 1461, 1464 (Bd. App. & 
Inter. 1990). Also, the applicants' terminal disclaimer filed on June 1, 2007 has been 
approved.
